The Royal Marriage, which was solemnised yesterday, has aroused 
reneral enthusiasm, and the sincere felicitations of a world-wide Empire will 
follow the bridal pair into their wedded life. Apart from the interest which 
the nation naturally feels in the personal fortunes of a Prince who is pro- 
bably destined one day to sit on its throne, apart, too, from the sympathy 
and affection which Princess May has won from all classes of the people, the 
respect and the love with which the Queen is regarded by the myriads 
who own her sway would have sufficed to  aceount for the 
Joyous interest whieh has been evoked by yesterday's event. The 
Queen has ever been something more than a Sovereign. She has 
proved herself a true woman, whose heart has beaten responsive to the Joys 
and, aboy all, to the sorrows of the humiilest of her snbject a The people 


snow that in her they have not merely a Raler bat a personal friend. And 


is won by his patriotism, the Jew is still distinguished by his fealty to the 
guardians of order, his devotion to the throne cannot be a merit in a kingdom 
Whose foundation is even-handed justice, and whose sceptre is wielded by a 
hand so generousand benign. In presence ofan event like this—an event that has 
summoned forth all the most generous and beautifal qualities of the national 
heart—we Jews prefer to be known, not by our creed, but by our nationality, 
not as Israelites, but as Englishmen. We prefer that our gladness should 
be part of the chorus of an Empire's joy, though helping to swell its volume. 
Most sincerely do we share the good wishes and the prayers of our fellow- 


countrymen, With them we offer our respectful felicitations to the Queen. 


and the other members of the Royal Family. With them we pray that this 

auspicious marriage may be the starting-point of a long life of happiness 

for the bridal pair and an omen of coming joy for our beloved country. 

Next Wednesday Sir John and Lady Simon celebra‘e their golden 
wedding. The occasion carries the thoughts back to that period of com- 
munal. storm and stress which witnessed the fiest establishment of the 
“Reform” movement, The marriage, of which next week will bring the 
fiftieth anniversary, was the first that was solemnized tn connection with the 
West London Synagogue, then but a littl more than a year old. The 
ceremony was marked by extraordinary features. Owing t 
Board of Deputies declining to certify the secretary of the Reform Syna- 
rogue as a Rovistrar of Marriazes, the young couple wore fiest united by th 


» the Jewish 


Registrar of the district, subsequently to which only could the religious rite 
be performed. It was only later that the congregation. were 
enabled by a special Act of Parliament appoint their own 
Registrar, Another notable circumstance in connection with this marriage 
of half-a-century ago is the fact that not only the bride and bridegroom, but 
both the ministers who officiated at it, are happily still living. The Rev. 
Professor Marks and the Rey. A. Lowy, who have been spared to witness 
thejubilee, first of their synagogue, and now of the earliest marriage they 
solemnised as its pastors, will doubtless find in Wednesday's celebration an 
incident fall of personal interest to themselves. Tt possesses importance 
also for the community at large. Sir John Simon's long and weighty service 


to the canse of Tsraelis choertshelin the grateful memory of his brethren 
all over the world. He has always used hts position as a communal 


leader and as a member of the [mpertal Parliament to obtain. protection 


and redress for his persecuted coreligionists, without distinction of nationality, 


Upon the gratitude of I:nglish Jews he has an additional claim—one given 
him by his untiring efforts to promote Anglo-Jewish prozress in all its phases, 
and to strengthen the public estimation of the Jewish character and creed. 
This latter aim fie has largely been enabled to achieve by the force of 
his ownexample, The integrity, the earnestness, the religions fervour of the 
man have done even more than his eloquent pleadings in Parliament to move 
the popular jadzgmont in favone of the Jew, When to these qualities we add 
a conspicuous single-mindedness, whieh has placed pabhe and communal duty 
far above self-interest, we have indicated the salient features of a character 


which has drawn to itself general admiration and affection. As to Lady Simon, 


modesty has forbidden her to court applause, bat she is none the less entitled 


to the gratitude of the convnunity. Sie John himself wonld be proud te 
acknowledge that for maith that 1s noble in his career he is indebted to the 
sympathy and the inspiration of his wife. Lady Simon has indeed been a 
true helpmate to her hasband, and, in respect more particularily for a 
distinguishing personal piety, his counterpart. Hor abiding chara :teristic— 
deep religious feeling, which forms the spring of practical life—makes her 
the type of the spiritual-minded Jewess, and itself sath-:es to refute the 
allegation that a spiritual Judaism is impossible, Thus the unaton which was 
celebrated fifty years ago has proved in every respect a happy one. It has 
been a union, not only of hearts, but of comgenial souls. It could not- bat 
be blessed. Its fiftieth anniversary will be traly a golden wedding, for the 
thought of each other’s love, and of affectionate esteem won from thousands 
by a lifetime of good deeds will make the day bright for the happy pair 
may many days dawn for them, equally bright. . 

Mr. S. Alexander, Fellow of Lineoln College, Oxford,. has” been 
appointed to the Chair of Logic and Philosophy in Owens College ( Victoria 
University), Manchester.

After his first class in Greats’ in LSS1, fellow- 
ship was assured, Subsequently he became tutor at Lincoln College, bat 
he resigned this office two or three years back in order to stady experimental 
psychology in Freiburg under Miinsterberg, an investigator who has made 
some extraordinary contributions to psychological science. Mr. Alexander’s 
philosophical interests cover a wide field. He is at onee a metaphysician— 
nnoderstanding and exoounding Hegelin a way that most can but 
envy—and a psycholozist who has absorbed both the English and German 


ni ‘thods., Mr, Aw Kail Order and Progress,’ is a fine contri- 
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bution to Ethics, Besides this, Mr. Alexander has contributed many | 


important articles to “ Mind.” The new professor is thus possessed of a 
nnique equipment for his post, and the Victoria University may be ex 
cratulated on securing his services, Owens College already numbers several

par nts —emostly widows—are employed during the day, engaged the 
attention of the Board of Guardians at its. meeting on 
Monday. The question’ came before the Board in the form of 
Tequest Irom the Visitation” Committee that the Secretary should 
compue list of persons willing and competent to take charge 
of such infants. After the whole question had been considered by a 
Sub-Committee, it was found inexpedient to establish a Jewish ereche, 
owing principally to the didiculty of founding a Day Nursery in a situa-

tion which should be readily accessible to alarge number of Jewish women 
Ascompared with a Day Nursery the advantages of the separate array e. 
ment are claimed tobe that no outlay is needed for the establishment : the 
caretakers are as much benefited by the remuneration paid to them as the 
mothers, and these caretakers would in several districts be found near to the 
homes of the infants. There are several very obvious objections. How. 
ever, it is well that a subject of this kind should not be ignored by the 
Board and its visitors. We have always insisted that the poor require m 
many instances more thought on their behalf than money, This js q 
peculiar instance in which the Board by its central organisation could he of 
much service to many poor Jewish women who could earn a modest 
livelihood were it not that the care of their tender children claims thei; 
first consideration. Often children are locked up in aroom for hours whilst 
the mother isseeking food for them, and the result is frequently that they 
get into serious mischief, in the winter especially, when there is the danger of 
the little ones setting themselves on fire. - 


CORRESPONDENCE. 
DISUSED CEMETERIES. 


‘Sir, —Before the attempt to rescue our disused provincial cemeteries from 
neglect and wanton desecration is abandoned, I venture to draw your readers’ 
attention to the Appeal of the Board of Deputies which appears in another 
column. 

It cunnot be known what a small sum is needed to redeem our community 
from the reproach of leaving its disused cemeteries in a state of neglect. I am 
quite sure that when the Jewish public realise this fact, they will not withhold 
the amount required to preserve in decent and orderly condition the restirg 
places of our dead. | | 

On investigating the subject, the Board ascertained that at Bath no trace of 
the Trustees of the Burial Ground could be found. At Falmouth the Trustees 
were unknown, the cemetery had been shamefully desecrated, tombstones 
broken down, the ground overgrown with weeds, bushes and young trees, and 
the place used asa playground by the boys of the neighbourhood, With regard 
to Ipswich, Mr, Jonah Samuel of Nottingham, wrote that he had found it 
many years ego in a most deplorable stite, gates open, and the local roughs 
using the place as acamping ground; the Trustees of the Cemetery are unknown, 
the title deeds cannot by traced, and trespassers on a plot of land belonging to 
the ‘Prustees not having been disturbed, had acquired a preseriptive mght 
The same features presented themselves at King’s Lynn. At 
Yarmouth, where the Trustees are unknown, the Burial Ground was stated, in 
IX, to be ina disgraceful condition and to require structural repairs. Iu the 
eases of Falmouth, King’s Lyan and Yarmouth, the Board of Deputies, in the 
absence of any other orgiuisation to do the work, collected a sinall sum for the 
purpcse of immediate resteration, but it need scarcely be said that this require- 
mnentis a reeurrent one, and that funds are also rcquired for care-takirg and 
periodical inspection, It is beheved that an annual suia of £00 would sutlice to 
do the werk thoroughly, The Board, which has no funds of its own, will net 
erudge the ncecssury time and attention provided the community will subscribe 
C45 per aurnum, the balance still needed to make up the estimated annual 
expenditure, I would therefore earnestly appeal to ail those who take a pride 
in the well-ordering of oar community to assist the Board in meeting ths 
communal want,

THE LATE DAVID BENJAMIN. 

Sik,—One point in the cx¢ellent obituary of the late David Benjamin needs 
to be specially emphasised: the unostentatious character of his charity. The 
present writer had often the privilege of assisting the lamented philanthropist 
in his noble mission, About 18 years ago, on a cold, bleak, dismal and foggy 
winter's morning, he asked me t» meet lim in the purlieus of the East Had, tor 
the purpose of acsompanying him on his journey of investigation into the 
necessities of those who had applied to him privately forrelief. And frequently 
after that I was his almoser and agent in helping men to help themselves. Tae 
deserving poor could always rely on having a good friend in David Benjamin. 
Many of those whom he so generously placed ina position of self-dependence 
did not know who was their benefactor. Of him, if of anyone, it may be said

THE NEW DEPARTURE” AND THE BOARD 
OF GUARDIANS. 


THE community, and especially our poor, may congratulate themselves on 
the treaty of peace concluded between the Jewish Board of Guardians and 
the Russo-Jewish Committee,

The conflict now happily at an end was one 
of principle and practice, and the issue involved was sufficiently important 
to justify the struggle. The question was not whether the Russo-Jewish 
Committee should have its own separate organization for relief, and its own 
separate Visitors ; for these were merely resultant details, The real 
question was one of principle—whether or not the so-called ‘new 
departure” should be adopted in the treatment of the poor, 

Stripped of all technical phraseology, and translated into plain 
language, the “new departure” simply meant thoroughness of treatment, 
as contradistinguished from minimum treatment. Itis no slur on the old 
method to declare that its principle was the principle of minémwn. On 
economic grounds there is something to be said in its favour, for selt-help 
should always be regarded as the natural process of improving the poor. 
Moreover, the niggardly support the Jewish Board of Guardians has always 
met with, when it has appealed to the public, practically compelled a scale of 
relief that almost always fell short of adequacy. Members of the Board 
sitting on the Rota were perpetually eonselous of a nightware of impending 
insolve ney, that clogged their action and dictated minémum relief as a necessity, 
It is.true that, in special cases, certain liberal members of the Board would, 
with praiseworthy generosity, supplement from their own pockets the 
insufficient aid : but insutlicienc y was too often ‘the rule, the enlprits being 
not the Board nor its zealous offisials (who were themselves the greatest 
Suferers from the Board's impecuniosity ) byt the Tewish public. The Wahits 


of the poor were sufficiently made known to the community, but no adequate 
response’ was ever made, and even at this present moment, when the demands 
on its resources are greater than at any other period of its existence, its 
financial condition is truly alarming. There has, therefore, been good reason 
why the Board should hesitate before favouring the adoption of a policy that 
would of necessity be attended with an increased outlay which it saw no 
prospect of meeting, 

The Russo-Jewish Committee, on the other hand, was in a happier 
financial condition, and this in ture involved a special responsibility. It 
could not plead poverty as an excuse for not dealing with its cases adequately. 
Moreover, there was a helplessness about most of its cases that necessitated 
all that the “ New Departure ” put forth as its programme. Hence arose the 
very natural enquiry whether the old methods of relief were adequate, whether 
they could produce a good record of successful results, and the answer, after 
long and anxious investigation and deliberation, favoured the newexperiment, 

That experiment has now been tried for a few months, having heen 
worked with the greatest zeal and loyalty by the Visitors of the Russo-Jewish 
Committee and the officials of the Board of Guardians, and the results 
have been already 80 encouraging, we are told, as to exeeed the fondest hopes of 
the promoters of the new movement, The principle of thoroughness and 
Individualisation has triumphed, and is heneeforward to be the principle not 
only of the Russo-Jewish Committee for its poor, but of the Board of Guar- 
dians for all the poor coming under the purview of its Visiting Committee, The 
two Committees are, therefore, to be fused into one, With like methods of action 
and similar policy there is no ratson d'étre for s parate Committees and 
distinet administration, The Board of Guardians cannot be said to have 
surrendered.

THE LATE MR, DAVID BENJAMIN, 


The CiiAIRMAN said he felt sure it would be the wish of the Council, before 
proceeding t» the business of the evening, to signify their sympathy with the 
family of their late colleague, Mr. David Benjamin, who was one of the Seven 
Elders of the United Synagogue and had held that position for a great number 
of years, His famiuy had suifered a great loss and must feel very great sorrow. 
Their loss was shared by the entire Jewish community, but by none of its 
institutions more so than by the United Synagogue. That Synegogue suffered 
in two ways, indirectly and dircctly. It suffered indirectly because a_ loss 
sustained by one of the constituent synagogues was a loss to the central body. 
The Bayswater Synegozgue had suifered a most grievous loss. Mr. Benjimuin 
was one of its founders, and during the thirty years of its existence he took an 
ardent interest in its welfare and exercised a benelicial influence over a large 

ortion of its members, It would be difficuit if not impossible to replace him. 

n the Counet! Room he would be missed in a direct way. He wouid be 
missed especially on account of the wise share he took in the Celiberations of 
the Council. Mr. Lucas concluded by moving a vete of condelence with the 
family of the late Mr, Benjamin.

The 
Executive Coimmittee reminded the Council that in their report of February, 
L801, they pointed out that the number of Dayanim had not kept pace with the 
growth of that particular section of the community which mostly required their 
services. The question, however, lias now become urgent owing to the deatu of 
the Rev. J. Remowitz, and the Rev. the Chef Rabbi has requested that the 
subject be dealt with without undue delay, The Executive Cominittee recognised 
the force of the Rev. De, Adler's request, but they felt that it would be undesir- 
able to make a permanent appointment forthwita., It therefore recommended 
the Council to resolve :— 

“That the sum of £12) be placed at tle disposal of the Rev.-the Chief 
Ratb!, to Cefray fcr one year the eo: t of addittonal temporary serviess in 
nection with the Both Din, and ctuerwise for di-charging the duties of Dayan 


fulfilled by the late Rev. J. Retnowitz, and that the Executive Committee be 
requested to report on the steps to be taken with a view to the appointment cf 


a permanent official to act as Dayan and Preacher. 


The CHAIKMAN, in moving the adoption of the recommendation, said that , 
besides the ordinary qualifie:t ons of a Dayan, the gentleman holding such a 


wp” 


post must bea man ot tact, and, above all, of unimpeachable character, whom 
the Jews in the East End ecculd resp ct, and who would use his influence for 


the good of the whole community. The Exccutive Commitice were of opinion 
that he should also be qualified to act as preacher. ‘Taoey recognised, however, that 
some tinie must clapse before proceeding to a definite election, and they shared 
the opinion of the Chief Rablithat provision should be made without delay. 
The sum was not large, but the finances of the United Synagogue would not

Mr. Noau Davis said there was an omission in the resolution which, if 
not rectified, would give rise to misapprehension and consequent misunder- 
standing.

One among the many spurious and malicious indictments brought ag inst the 
Russian Jews, is their alleged aversion to the toil of agricultural pursuits. This 
charge is a sort of stock-in-trade subject which, from time to time, is regularly 
dished up in the columns of the so-called ultra-Nationalist Press in this country. 
It is true, one will readily admit, that since Baron Hirsch’s Colonization Scheme 
has been put into active operation, a few instances have been mentioned in which 
a small number of immigrants have manifested a perverse disinclinatioa to the 
hard physical labour involved in the pioneer husbandry of rough 
and virgin soil. Colon:! Goldsmid, I believe, found some such mauvars sujets in 
one or two of the Argentine settlements. These exceptional cases are eagerly 
seized upon by the Russian anti-Semites, and, with the usual mendacious 
elaboration and distraught amplification, are made the bases of all manner of 
sweeping and ambiguous accusations against the whole body of immigrant 
Jewish coloni-ts. The charge has been a hundred times refuted, and there is 
little profit in reiterated essays to disabuse the minds of insensate bigots and 
unscrupulous calumniators, whose inimical asseverations are obviously inspired 
by the walter prepouse Dorn of racial hatred and fanatic intoleranc..

THE REPORT .OF THE ANGLO-JEWISH 
ASSOCIATION. 
The annual Jewish Blue Book, as it has been sometimes aptly styled, will ha 


_presented for adoption on Sunday next in the shape of the Twenty-second Annual 


Report of the Anglo Jewish Association. As usual, the Report is full of ip 
dealing with a variety of subjects, and compassing a wide area of Jewish popula. 
tions within the habitable globe, The general aspect of the present Report is one 
marked by many indications of anxiety and alarm concerni’g the position of the 


terest, 


Jews in Russia and Roumania. On the other hand, there are one or two symptoms 


of better treatment elsewhere. Thus, in respect to Bulgaria, it is nected that 
although an attempt, happily averted by tho action of the Government, was made 
by one of the Law Officers of the Principality to renew the odious e blood accusa- 
tion,” the Jewish communities continue In the enjoyment of full civil and political 
ejuality. It is mentioned too that a Government Bill has been introduced into the 
Hungarian Parliament freeing the Jews from all political disabilities, and placin 
the Jewish religion on a footing of complete equality with other creeds. Perhaps 
the most gratifying detail in the Report is that which reiterates the successful and 
prompt action in the case of the threatened dangers to the J ews of the Persian 
town of Hamadan. These and all other matters which appear in the Report have 
been published in these columns from time to time as they aroso. Yet it is of 
value to peruse again in the pamphlet form of the document before us the epitome 
of the incidents. The Annual Report of the Board of Deputies which has 
recently appeared, is in many respects a duplicate of the Anglo-Jewish Associa- 
tion’s Report in regard to those subjects which have engaged the attention of the 
Conjoint Committee of the two bodies, 7 

The most notable feature of the Report of the Anglo-Jewish Association for 
1893 is contained in Appendix B, where a summary of Disabilities of the Jews 
in Roumania is furnished. Herein are contained the outrage us restrictions upon 
Jewish subjects affecting every walk of life. Harassing, complicated and vin- 
dictive beyond endurance we read the machinations of a petty, tyrannous 
Government, which, from its persistent violation of solemn treaties contracted 
with the Greit Powers deserves to be denounced by Christian civilization. Every 
profession is closed to the “ Alien,” whichin Roumanian Acts of Parliament is 
the synonym for the Jew. If any barrister be found on the roll who shall he 
proved to be an alien, his name will be erased. Jews are not admitted to the 
medical profession, nor ind ed to the medical or surgical examinations. Neither 
can they be chemists.. The restrictions on commercial pursuits are appalling. 
It is in short a fiendish code which no Engiishman could peruse without indig- 
nation and abhorrence. The report continues under this appendix :—‘ Schools 
that have long since been closed to Jews by the same kind of legislation 
are training schools for teachers, military schools, and schools for children 
of soldiers. All these are reserved solely for Roumanians. And _ yet 
all these schools are maintained exclusively by the rates, to which Jews 
contribute to a very large extent. The same applies to such education as is 
given by Gymnasiuins and high schools, and by the Central Schools for Girls. 
Jews are excluded from the schools as well as from obtaining stipends from the 
Government, which are granted ty students in order to continue their studies 
abroad. These also come out of rates paid in part by the Jews who are also 
most heavily taxed.” . It is also stated that “the san tary law just passed 
by the Senate contains altogether new restrictions as tothe reception of Jews in 
hospitals, which are akin to those introduced by the Chamber in regard to the 
Educational Law, both contrary to the traditions of the country.” The attitude 
of the Government of Roumania, on the all important question of Naturalisation, 
remaing as unreasonable and unjust as ever. Only 89 or 90 individual Jews out 
of the Jewish population of a quarter of a milliono, have succeeded in obtaining 
naturalisation. And then it has to be remembered that the sons of persons thus 
naturalised do not inherit the right, so that every Jew and Jewess in Roumanit 
is a born alien—an alien by an artiticiil and fiendish subterfuge, the word being 
applied in a manner altogether different from that of every civilised country. ‘To 
be born in the land, of parents and ancestors born there, does not give nationality 
tv those subjects of the King of Roumania who belong to the Jewish Faith. 

The other parts of the Report are highly instructive in regard to the con- 
dition of Jews in other countries. The record of educational work accomplished 
by means of subsidies granted by the Anglo-Jewish Association 13 a matter 
which reflects the very limited sympathy and support hitherto accorded by our 
community in London. The number of boys receiving education in schools 
assisted by the Association is 5,089, the number of girls 1,967, and the infants 
280. The subventions to the schools in which these 7,366 children are educated 
amount to no more than £1,755. There are obviously many more thousands of 
children in other Eastern schools which, for inadequacy of support in England, 
the Anglo-Jewish Association is unable to subsidize. Other matters reported 
upon in this document include the “ blood accusation” in Greece and Bulgaria, 
the agitation in Switzerland against the Jewish method of slaughtering cattle 
for food and the condition of Jewish affairs in Morocco. The most pleasing 
incident directly affecting the institution is the record of the fact that Baron de 
Hirsch placed one sixth of his munificent gift of two millions for colonisation 
in the Argentine under the trusteeship of the Council. ‘Lhe correspondence on 
this subject is reproduced. | 

The appendix to which we have already referred is more varied than has 
been the case for some years past. It includes, besides the exhaustive summary 
of the disabil'ties of the Jews in Roumania, a narrative of the troubles which 
befell the Jews in Hamadan (Persia) last year and of humiliating restrictions 


forced upon them ; a memorandum by Mr. Morris Cohen on the necessity for 


extending English education at the Bagdad Sehool, and abstracts of reports of 
the Reni Israel School in Bombay and the Rothschild School in Jerusalem 
(Technical Department). The Jerusalem report, written by Mr. B. Guini, the 
Director of the Machine Shop, who is salaried by the Association, is an interesting 
document, and well deserves. perusa!,..Its.gives.a. thorough insight. int) the 
remarkable progress which the Jews of Jerusalem are mikiag i2b indicrafrsand 
even in the Arts. So great is the reputation of the Technical Department that the 
Turkish Officials, several of the Consuls and Christian religious institutions, have 
recourse to it whenever they require any work to te done to their homes OF 
public buildings.

Miss Lisa Dorisi gave a concert at St. George's Hall last Tuesday evening, 
at which interest centred around the new one act operetta “ Preciosita,’’ written 
and composed by herself, in which she bore the title réle.

vivacious, if somewhat conventional, little piece, and was very intelligently 
rendered by the author, in conjunction with Mr, Collwyn Thomas (Tenor), and 
Mr. Coombe Williams (Baritone).
